Vatican Newspaper

BERNE (AP)—The Vatican 
newspaper Osservatore Romano 
made a plea Wednesday for peace 
based on the principles of well- 
being of both the vanquished and 
the yictors, warning that unless 
this is done the world will not 
have peace at all, the Swiss Tele- 
graphic Agency reports.

«solve the problems imposed: by 
the war... It recalled the state- 
ment of Pope Pius XII that “the 
sword can impose conditions of 
peace, but cannot create peace. 
Peace remains the work of jus- 
tice.”
